Constitution and By-Laws of 
the Grain Dealers National 
Association. 


OCTOBER 3, 1902. 


PREAMBLE. 

We, the undersigned, being regularly en- 
gaged in the buying and selling of grain, 
and recognizing the necessity of a na- 
tional association of grain dealers, do 
hereby associate ourselves in an organiza- 
tion, the object of which shall be the 
advancement and protection of the com- 
mon interests of those regularly engaged 
in the grain business, the formulating of 
rules for the transaction of business and 
the promotion of friendly relations among 
legitimate grain men of the country; for 
the furtherance of that purpose we here- 
by create and establish this constitution. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Article I.—Name. 

Section 1. The name of this organization 
shall be the Grain Dealers’ National As- 
sociation, 

Article II.—Membership. 

Section 1. There shall be two kinds of 
members, regular and affiliated. The reg- 
ular members shall be given membership 
regardless of their membership in any 
other organization; the affiliated members 
shall obtain membership by reason of 
their membership in an organization affili- 
ated with this association. 

Sec. 2. Any person, firm or corporation 
operating a grain elevator, and engaging 
in the buying and selling of grain con- 
tinously in unorganized territory may be- 
come a regular member of this associa- 
tion. But upon the organization of an as- 
sociation in that territory such member 
shall be transferred to the local organiza- 
tion and thereafter shall be an affiliated 
member. 

Sec. 8. Regular grain receivers, brokers, 
and track buyers who do not buy grain 
from grain scalpers, irregular grain deal- 
ers, transient grain buyers, nor scoop 
shovel men, may be admitted to regular 
membership on the payment of the regu- 
lar fees. 

Sec. 4. Each grain shipper who is a 
member of an association affiliated with 
this association shall be an affiliated mem- 
ber of this organization. 

Sec. 5. No person, firm or corporation 
shall be admitted to regular membership 
in this association unless he or it shall 
receive a three-fourths vote of the whole 
board of directors. ‘All members shall 
subscribe to this constitution and by-laws. 

See. 6. Any persons, firm or corporation, 
by virtue of being elected to membership

(Constitution continued from page 341 
in any State, district or local association,

Article III.—Officers. 

Sec. 1. The officers of this association 
shall be _a president, first vice-president, 
second vice-president, secretary-treasurer, 
and a board of directors, composed of the 
president, secretary, one director at large, 
not a member of any state, district or 
local association, and one director trom 
each state or local association having 
twenty or more members. 5 

Sec: 22. In case a vacancy shall occur in 
the office of president, first or second vice- 
president, and the one director at large, 
the board of directors shall fill the same 
by appointment, to serve until the next 
regular election. 

Sec. 3. In case a vacancy is caused by 
the death, resignation or expulsion of a 
director representing any state, district 
or local association on the board, the 
president of the association whose repre- 
sentation on the board is thus vacated 
shall appoint a successor for the unexpired 
term. 

Sec. 4. The officers, with the exception 
of the secretary-treasurer, shall be elected 
by ballot of members at each annual meet- 
ing for the term of one year or until their 
Successors have been duly elected and 
have qualified. The  secretary-treasurer 
shall be elected by the board of directors. 

Sec. 5. The election of officers shall be 
held at each annual meeting, and they 
shall hold office for the term of one year, 
or until their successors have been duly 
elected and have qualified. 

Article IV.—Duties of Officers. 

See. 1. It shall be the duty of the presi- 
dent to preside at all meetings of the as- 
sociation and board of directors, have a 
general supervision of the work of the as- 
sociation. He shall have power to call 
meetings of the board of directors. 

Sec. 2. In the absence of the president, 
the first vice-president shall preside at all 
meetings of the association, and-in the 
absence of both, the second vice-president 
shall preside, and in the absence of all 
three, the members shall choose some 
member to act during the meeting. 

It shall be the duty of the sec- 
retary-treasurer to record and preserve 
the minutes of all meetings of the asso- 
ciation and of the board of directors.

History of Minneapolis. 


This beautiful city was discovered in 
1803, by a Sioux Indian, named See- 
Ee Wenzel, who was driven by extreme 
thirst to come to town in search of a 
drink. 

In disgust he joined the Dakota’s 
word, “minne,’ meaning water, to the 
Greek “polis,” for city, thus branding 
the town a water town, and went back 
home without a drink. 

The Falls of St. Anthony were es- 
tablished by the monks to run their 
grist mill in 1680. Afterwards the In- 
dians killed the monks and sold the 
falls to a band of Ewes for a jug of 
firewater. 

Later the falls were confiscated by 
the millers to grind wheat, and ever 
since the city has been receiving more 
and more wheat until now it is the 
largest primary wheat market, not only 
of Canada, but of the World. 

St. Paul refuses to receive any wheat. 

This is the first grain convention the 
city has entertained, but the local deal- 
ers have subscribed over $10 per visitor 


and they will spend as long as they 
have an opportunity. 

They find their money in the boots 
of the big grain elevators.

Section 1. This association’ shall pay 
the traveling and hotel expenses of ine 
president, vice-president, secretary-treas- 
urer and the director at large to all meet- 
ings of the association, board of direc- 
tors, or any committee.
